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The  June  "broiler-type  hatch  totaled  267  million,  up  6  percent  from  June  1968, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Hatch  during  January- June  was  up  6  percent 
from  the  same  period  last  year.  Broiler-type  eggs  in  incubators  on  July  1  were 
up  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  June  totaled  ^+8  million,  up  6  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.  Regional  increases  were:  West  North  Central,  21  percent;  South 
Atlantic,  13  percent;  North  Atlantic,  10  percent  and  South  Central,  10  percent. 
The  West  and  East  North  Central  were  down  12  and  2  percent  respectively.  Egg-type 
eggs  in  incubators  on  July  1  were  up  9  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

POULT  PRODUCTION 

Hatchery  production  of  all  turkey  breeds  during  June  totaled  17,098,000,  down 
3  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Heavy  breed  hatch  at  15,712,000  was  down  1  percent, 
while  light  breed  hatch  at  1,386,000  was  down  26  percent.  Total  hatch  during  the 
first  6  months  of  1969  was  92,448,000,  up  2  percent  from  the  same  period  in  1968. 
The  number  of  turkey  eggs  in  incubators  on  July  1  was  2  percent  below  a  year  earlier. 

TURKEYS  TESTED 

Heavy  breed  turkeys  tested  by  official  State  agencies  for  pullorum  disease  during 
June  totaled  29,489,  down  48  percent  from  June  1968.  Testings  during  July  1968-june 
1969  of  2,850,438  were  down  11  percent  from  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.
